The i Lake County Crime Commi s- 
sion has today, released figures pre- 
pared from reports by Police Chiefs 
in Lake County representing 80% 
of the County showing the incidence 
of various major crimes in Lake 
I County during I960 and the percent- 
age of cases solved. This report 
; shows that over 4,000 instances of 
S burglary, robbery, larceny ■ and ; auto 
, i thefts in ; the County during . I960; 
On a per capita basis, there are 
twice as many instances of -major 
crimes in Lake County than there 
are in Rock ford and 15% more in- 
stances than there are in Peoria. 
Compared to Chicago, Lake County 
has only 41% as high an incidence 
of crime per capita. 

In discussing the figures, Mr. John 
Haugan of Highland Park, president 
of the Lake County Crime Commis- 
sion pointed out that of over $550,- 
000, of stolen property reported in 
1960, only 39% was. recovered. 
. Statistics based on areas repre- 
senting 80% of the Lake County 
population of 290,000 were also re- 
leased in detail. 

Homicides 7 — solved 85%; Rape — 
88— solved, 62%; Robbery 90 — 
solved 50%; Burglary 1042— solved

Motorists who requested reassign- 
ments of numbers with letter pre- 
fixes in which the first letter Is in 
the middle of the alphabet will not 
receive them until those letters 
are reached in the sequence, but 
they will all receive them in time 
for the display deadline, Mr, Car- 
pentier said.

These vast projects 
form, as it were, a printed testament 
of our regard for our American heri- 
tage. Just as upon the death' of 
someone we have loved and re- 
spected, we wish to preserve the 
memory of that person, so too Is it 
vitally necessary for us to remem- 
ber our own American heritage. 

Perhaps nationalism and patriot- 
Ism are not in vogue today. The 
great sense of wonder and admira- 
tion which once caused us to look up 
to the great men of the American 
past seems to have diminished to 
some degree beneath a world crisis 
which forces us to occupy ourselves 
with international problems. It 
would be a grave mistake, however, 
if we were to neglect our own heri- 
tage, if we were not to preserve for 
our own children and those of fu- 
ture generations the living thoughts 
of our patriots and Founding 
Fathers. 

Even though the ordinary person 
may never read or even see a col- 
lection of American documents 
such as "The Papers of Alexander 
Hamilton" or "The Adams Papers," 
he can nonetheless at least be aware 
of their importance and value.
